He lo o ked to be abo u t thirtj* 
y ears o ld, altho u gh n o o n e here ev er 
kn ey }iis ex act age. 
lie was rather 
heav y an d his weight wo u ld be ju dged 
to be abo u t 1 7 0 p o u n ds, which w’as 
the weight giv en fo r the man wTho was 
killed. The gen eral descrip tio n o f the 
u n iden tified man 
an swers that

Carlto n ex actly . 
The fo rmer lo cal 
p rin ter wo re a blu e shirt an d dark 
p an ts an d had the ap p earan ce o f 
bein g a wo rkin g man which is similar 
to that o f the man who was stru ck 
by the car. His han ds were callo u sed, 
bru ised an d dirty , which also leads 
the frien ds o f Carlto n here to believ e 
that it was he 
who was 
su dden ly 
kn o cked in to etern ity . 
Carlto n had been stay in g at the 
Ro ss bo ardin g ho u se in West Seco n d 
street an d had been a residen t o f this 
city fo r sev eral 
weeks. 
He 
wras 
ju dged by his fello w’ bo arders to be 
v ery p ecu liar an d few o f them in ­ 
q u ired in to his p ast life. 
It is ev i­ 
den t that he did n o t in ten d to remain 
away when he left as he to o k n o n e o f 
his clo thes. They are still han gin g in 
his ro o m where he left them. 
This 
o n ly serv es to stren gthen the belief 
that it was Carlto n who met with the 
acciden t, as acco rdin g to all rep o rts, 
the u n iden tified man was p artially 
o u t o f his min d an d did n o t kn o w 
w hat he was do in g o r where he was 
go in g.

visit to Europe. 
Here we witnessed 
the production of the Passion Play 
which is given every ten years b y the 
people of this village. 
The village of Ob erammergau is 
situated twenty-five 
hundred 
feet 
ab ove the level of the sea, the same 
elevation as thafr of ancient Jeru­ 
salem. 
In Roman times it was a 
on the old Roman road from 
Verona to Augsb urg. 
There was a 
village here 300 years b efore the 
b irth of Christ. 
The town contains 
28 0 houses and 1450 people. 
Tt is 
surrounded b y b eautiful scenery and 
mountains, it b eing In the heart of 
the Tyrolean 
Alps. 
Nearly 
every 
family owns its own house and it is 
the amb ition to the young people 
who have ho homes to acquire one. 
The houses are much larger than 
those usually found in villages of 
this size. 
They are clean and a t­ 
tractive in appearance. 
The style of 
architecture is Barouqe and many are 
decorated with freseoe paintings b y 
Franz Zwink, whose work dates from 
1770 to 179 0. 
The houses are all 
** ^ » timb ered and almost everyone of 
- them has some historical incident as­ 
sociated with it which makes it v e ry 
interesting. 
In one house there is 
on ex hib ition a representation of the 
Birth of Christ carved in wood and 
known locally as “The Crib .” 
Ad­ 
mission may b e secured for a small 
fee and the visitor is well repaid: 
for the carving is, at least, two cen­ 
turies old. 
The people of the town 
appear to b e happy and they are 
genial and kindly without any of the 
rustic coarseness usually found in 
mountainous countries. 
Centuries of 
intercourse with people of all coun­ 
tries, who come every ten years to 
witness the Passion Play, and their 
occupation of wood carving, give to 
them and their town a character of 
its own. 
The climate and soil in the 
vicinity are not productive, b ut there 
is sufficient for the people of the 
town. 
However, when 
the 
passion 
play is given, nnjJ thousands of visit­ 
ors are in the town, food has to b e 
imported. 
The town 
is 
47 
miles 
southwest of the Munich the capital 
of Bavaria and is reached b y a rail­ 
way on which run b oth steam and 
electric cars. 
There are places of 
interest in and ab out the‘town which 
may ocupy the visitor for 
several 
days. 
Ten miles away is Linderhoff 
House, b uilt b y King Ludwig II. Three 
miles away is the Monastery of Ettal. 
This monastery was founded b y Duke 
Ethiko of the Wolfe, in the 10th cen­ 
tury.

The School of the 
Cross lias 
b een given only twice, 
namely, 
in 
18 75 and 19 05. 
It was 
given 
the 
first time in commeration of the set­ 
ting of a statute of the Crucifix ion, 
a gift to the village b y King Ludwig 
II. of Bavaria. 
This play is founded 
upon the life of David. It consists 
of 
seven acts and nine living pictures 
interspersed b etween the act-’. These 
living pictures 
are tab leaux or scenes 
from the life of Christ. 
It 
was my 
pleasure in the year 19 05 tt) witness 
this play and it awakened sueh emo­ 
tions as to draw me b ack to the spot 
at -the present time to witness the 
Passion Play.

GETTING FIRST- HAND VIEWS 


Attracted to the Subj ect by a Settle­ 


ment W orker’s Story in a Magazine, 


Colonei Roosevelt Whizzes Over Into 


the Anthracite Region in an Automo­ 


bile to See Just How the Miners and 


Their Families Live. 


Scranton, 
Pa., 
Aug. 
3. — Colonei 
Roosevelt has turned sociologist. 
He 
has forsaken the field of politics for 
the time being and is now a social 
worker. 
He came into the heart of 
the anthracite coal regions of central 
Pennsy lvania to see how the miners 
live and what they do. 
The colonel, 
with all of his characteristic vigor and 
energy , spent ten hours visiting the 
homes of the workers, inspecting the 
minps and taking a look into the con­ 
ditions of the young women who are 
employed in the silk mills near here. 
He had a perfectly bully time. 
The 
my stery of a quiet little trip has been 
solved. 
The colonel admitted that on his way 
across the Atlantic six weeks ago he 
was attracted by an article in a mag­ 
azine describing the folks who live in 
these neglected parts. 
He thought 
that something ought to be done for 
the unfortunates who have no means* 
of real legitimate amusement when 
they emerge from the dark recesses of 
the mines or the stuffy silk mills. He 
decided to come up and see for him­ 
self. 
Mr. Roosevelt traveled through the 
Lackawanna valley in an auto, whizzed 
over dirty hot roads, had lunch in a 
dairy and there were not enough 
glasses to go around, and met the men 
who whooped it up for T. R.. until the 
colonel beamed and beamed. 
The 
Identity of the ex-president was un­ 
known for a good 
part of t lie t : >. 
Rough, b 'irty workers, covered with 
soot, grasped his hand and told him 
that he was the goods. He liked that, 
too. 
Mr. Roosevelt declared that his 
Idea in coming up here was merely to 
Inspect, and nothing else. 
He said 
that any conclusions to be drawn from 
this visit will be drawn by him. 
Scranton did not know what was up 
when the colonel breezed up the main 
street. Traffic was delay ed and there 
was the worst sort of confusion until 
Roosevelt assured every one that lie 
was not boosting a nomination nor 
dictating a platform, but simply hav­ 
ing a party . Lawrence Abbott, son of 
the Rev. Dr Lyman Abbott, was with 
him. 
So were Miss Florence L. San- 
ville, who wrote the magazine article 
that he spoke of. 
and Miss Fanny 
Cochran. 
Both of these women lived 
for twt> weeks in the silk mill region 
and studied the problem from the view­ 
point of the settlement worker. 
John Mitchell, former president of 
the mine workers, came here to con­ 
fer with Roosevelt on the condition of 
the miners throughout th coal belt of 
Pennsy lvania. The colonel expects to 
return to New York and Oy ster Bay 
on the midnight train tonight. He may 
write a piece about 
these subjects 
later on.

Within & short time many 
leaders of the Republican party have 
intimated, some boldly, ethers in more 
equivocal terms, that the resignation 
of Mr. Ballinger 
from the cabinet 
would do more to bring success to the 
party at the polls next fall than any 
other one thing. 
Last week the Re­ 
publicans of Ohio showed that there 
was some sentiment for James Ru­ 
dolph Garfield, one of the most bitter 
opponents of the present secretary of 
the interior. The vote for Garfield in 
that convention is acknowledged by 
Ohio men who have seen Taft since, 
to have been in the nature of a slap at 
Mr. Ballinger. 
Last week the president summoned 
Senator Winthrop Murray Crane of 
Massachusetts to Beverly. 
Senator 
Crane was asked to go west, and it 
became" known that Seattle, where Mr. 
Ballinger lives, was included in the 
contemplated trip. When the informa­ 
tion came that Senator Crane had seen 
Secretary Ballinger in St. Paul, just 
about half way to the coast, the White 
House officers evidenced no great sur­ 
prise. 
The inference was drawn im­ 
mediately that Senator Crane, acting 
perhaps on his own initiative, but con­ 
vinced that he would not be censured 
by the president, had asked Mr. Bal­ 
linger to resign. This Secretary Nor 
ton did not deny. 
He merely reiterat­ 
ed probably a dozen times “Ask Sen­ 
ator Crane.” 
That was all the infor­ 
mation Mr. Norton had to dispense. 
But the report ran to the effect that 
Republican leaders had seen the light 
and that Mr. Crane plainly told the 
secretary that he ought to get out for 
the good of the party . 
Ballinger is 
known as a fighter. 
He has said re­ 
peatedly that he intends to “fight this 
thing out.” 
The congressional inves­ 
tigation committee which heard the 
testimony 
in 
the 
Ballinger-Pinchot 
trouble is expected to report in Sep­ 
tember. 
If Crane did ask the secre­ 
tary to retire he may have been dis­ 
appointed. 
The secretary may prefer 
to wait until after the congressional 
committee reports. 
The president, it 
is said, will not ask Ballinger to give 
up his portfolio. If Mr. Ballinger does 
so. at the suggestion of Republican 
leaders, it is acknowledged that the 
president will be relieved from a great 
embarrassment. 
If the leaders acted 
without his knowledge in asking for 
Mr. Ballinger's resignation and secur­ 
ed it. it is not believed here that Pres­ 
ident Taft would refuse to accept it.
